THE NEW“MOON. 


From Oun AsTRoNoMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


THE PLANETS. 


Mercury is a morning star, but is not 
likely to be seen, as be rises less than 
an hour before tho’ Sun, and in strong 
twilight. He is at his greatest elongation 
West bí the Sun on the 8th. Venus this 
month reaches the climax of ‘her career 
as an evening star. She is at her greatest 
brilliancy on the 22nd. Her phase all 
the: month is a cresent of increasing 
slenderness. Being in Inferior Conjunc- 
tion on June 29th, she still has nearly 
two mouths of visibility to rum in the. 
evening sky. She hes the great Northern 
Declination” of 27° 12’ on the 10th, and 
remains above the horizon till nearly 
midnight. Her crescent becomes a more 
and more fascinating object’ in the 
vetescope each cay. Lut it is necessary 
to warn amateur telescopists against the 
pitfalls fcr the unwary which the planet 
presents. As she was provided with a 


mythical satellite by observers of the 


centuries, so she has 
been provided with an abundance of 
mythical surface detail by several 
observers of the 20th, including no less a 
name than that of the late Professor 
Lowell. It is as though the planet, hke 
her namesake the .Goddess: of Love, 
delighted in deluding her admirers, and 
leading them on—only to laugh at them 
in the end. She is an incorrigible flirt, is 
Venus. ‘‘ Trust her not. She is fooling 
thee.”’ 

At the present moment two different 
correspondents of the Journal of the 
British Astronomical Association are pub- 
lishing two different sets of drawings of 
supposed surface detail of Venus. Both 
observers and their telescopes leave 
nothing to be desired in the matter of

GAY COURT SCENE. 


Jf there is a picture of the year—which is 
extremely doubtful—the popular choice will 
probably fall on “ Their Majesties’ Court, 
Buckincham Palace, 19531,” as it depicts a 
spectacle every woman wants to see. It is a 
very gay scene, with the King and Queen 
seated on thrones under the great purple 
canopy, surrounded by their Court, while 
debutantes pass before them. Immediately 
in front of them stands Gentlemen-at-Arms, 
and the foreground is like a huge bouquet of 
beautiful women wearing gowns of paste! 
shades, and carrying flowers. Here and there 
a scarlet-clad officer stands out like a poppy. 
It is a very fine and impressive work. 

‘The Nomads’ Haunt,”’ by Mr. W. Russell 
Flint, is a most picturesque work. <A band 
of gipsies have assembled in a chasm beneath 
a ruined mill, and are carrying on their 
daily life in most curious conditions. The 
various figures are admirably drawn, and the 
scenery is well in keeping with the subject. 

“- Her Majesty the Queen,’’ by Mr. David 
Jagger, is a really excellent likeness of its 
distinguished subject. Standing, wearing a 
dress of golden material, which is partly 
covered by an evening wrap of red velvet 
and dark fur, the Queen has added a rubv 
and diamond ornament, which has a great 
effect.

EXHIBITION BY MR. HARRY 
A. KERNOFF. 


If it represents nothing else, the exhibi- 
tion of pictures which Mr, Harry A. Kernoff 
opens to-day at the Gallery, 7 St. Stephen‘s 
Green, is evidence of industry. Here the 
visitor will find a collection of over seventy 
pictures, all the work of the last twelve 
months. The collection is made up of oils, 
watercolours, pastel and charcoal drawings, 
and throughout is marked by that dis- 
tinctiveness of style which is characteristic 
of Mr. Kernoff. That he has a penchant for 
portrait work is evident from the large 
number included on the walls. These are 
done mainly in pastel or charcoal, and, on 
the whole; show the artist’s power of 
character drawing.

From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT, 
CORK, Sunday. 
ORK feels the approach of summer 
several weeks before Dublin does, and 
the last few days have given us a sure 
indication that winter has been left 
behind. The air has become moist and 
warm, the trees in the South Mall are 
already green, and the householders have 
stopped ordering coal. Summer is awaited 
with more than usual eagerness here; for 
this season will (weather permitting) be 
an outstanding one for the city. All eyes 
are on the Industrial and Agricultura! 
Fair, which is to be opened on May 11th, 
and which only needs good weather to 
ensure its success. 

Tennis: has already started on many 
private courts, and the clubs will open in 
the immediate future.

INCREASING POVERTY. 


Nobody pretends that we are passing 
through a very satisfactory period, but a 
few days ago a meeting was held that 
must have operied many people’s eyes to 
the full seriousness of our position. It 
was summoned by the Lord Mayor for the 
purpose of raising funds for the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society, and some of the facts 
disclosed are worth giving again. 

At the present time there are 802 Cork 
families. receiving relief from the Society, 
as compared with 649 last year, and this 
yepresents an increase of about 800 
persons, ~All are completely dependent on 
the Society for food and clothing, and all 
must be in a state of semi-starvation, as 
resources are insufficient to: provide 
adequately for their wants. Indeed, the 
strain on the Society’s funds has been 
guch that they are faced with an overdraft 
of £1,700,. and it is stated that this con- 
stitutes a financial problem that has never 
previously arisen. Thursday’s meeting 
was called in order to provide some solu 
tion to it, and it must be said that the 
response has already been generous,

NTERESTING figures in regard to the 
| trade of Lelfast are given in the 
quarterly statement of goods imported 
and exported through the Port ef Belfast. 
‘The beneficial effect of the tariff upon lmen, 
and also the favourable rate of exchange, is 
veflected in the imereased exports of linen 
goods of all hm Ag TY Fe 
months ending Mareh 31 this year the linen 
exports were nearly 1,500 tons higher than 
in the corresponding period last year. The 
figures were 9,235 tons for the past three 
months. as against 7,745 tons in the first 
quarter of 1931. The imports of flax also 
reflect the greater activity of the linen trade. 
In 1931 the raw material Imported, principally 
from the Baltic | a" was ó,709 tons, while 
during the same three months this year no 
less than 8,850 tons entered the port. — 
Another important improvement is 
registered by the tobacco trade, which ex- 
ported 325 tons “more of manufactured 
tobacco than during the first three months 
last year, the total figures being—1931, 
| 296 tons, and 1932, 1,551 tons. 


CATTLE EXPORTS. 

Exports of cattle were “4 as compared 
with the same period of 1951, the figures 
being 17,681 and 16,206 respectively, while 
at 8.759 sheep and lamb exports showed the 
substantial increase of 2,287. 

The most unsatisfactory feature in the re- 
turns is the decrease in the importation of 
iron and steel plates—2,651 tons, compared 
with 5,690 tons in the same three months 
last vear. This is due to the fact that there 
is not a single new vessel under construction 
on the building berths at Belfast. Several 
vessels, includmg the White Star liner 
Georgic, are nearing completion at the fitting- 
out wharves. 

Coal imports are slightly higher—345,860 
tons for the three months, compared with 
_ 336.995 for the same period in 1931. This is 
probably due to the re-starting of several 
linen ‘mills and factories, and greater 
activity in others.

Belfast’s Trade. 


The trade returns for the port of Belfast 
during the first three months of the 
present year contain some highly im- 
portant facts, For the first time in several 
years there is a distinct improvement in 
the linen export trade. For the first three 


i months of 1931 the figures for linen ex- 


7,745 tons ; for the correspond- 
ing period of the present year they were 
9,235 tons. This gratifying improvement 
is attributed in part to the fact that 
Britain has given a measure of protection 
to the linen industry, and partly to the 
fact that the fall in the external value of 


ports 


| sterling has given Irish linen a preferen- 


tial position in certain foreign markets. 
Be that as it may, the increase in linen 
exports is a very healthy sign, and it is 
accompanied by an even more striking in- 
crease in the imports of flax into Northern 
Ireland. During the first three months of 
1931 3,708 tons of flax came into the port 
of Belfast; this year the corresponding 
figure was 8,850 tons. Northern Ireland 
has shared the experience of most other 
exporting countries of recent years. Its 
trade has fallen heavily, but there seems 
to be a fairly steady improvement not only 
in the linen trade, but Iso in other in- 
dustrial exports. The export of tobacco, 
for example, has shown. substantial rise, 
and there has been a welcome increase in 
the exports of cattle and sheep. Bacon 
and eggs, on the other hand, show a slight 
decline, while there has been a sharp drop 
both in the export and in the import of 
whiskey. Northern Ireland still has much 
leeway to recover before it can hope to 
reach the level of prosperity to which its 
leaders are striving ; but there is growing 
evidence that the corner has been turned 
at last. .

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SCHEME FOR EXPORT 'BOUNTIES 
OUTLINED IN. NEW BILL.

5% HE text of the Dairy Produce (Price Stabilisation) Bill was circulated 


to members of the Dail on Saturday. last. 


The bill

by Dr: Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, on last Friday week, and the delay 
in producing the text has been the subject of some comment. 


The bill is a very comprehensive one, divided into nine parts, and in- 


cluding altogether 49 sections. 
poses to do include :— 


In brief, some of the things which it pro- 


Imposition of a levy on butter stored, manu- 
factured and purchased; 

A levy on imported butter; 

Restriction of importation of butter: 

Restriction of importation of milk and certain 


milk products ; 


Restriction on export of butter; 
Bounties on exported butter, and 
Bounties on exported milk products. 


An important provision in the bill empowers the Minister to fix whole- 
sale maximum prices, for the purpose of ensuring that the retail price of 
butter in the Free State may nct at any time exceed Is. 5d. per pound. 


ENCOURAGING WINTER DAIRYING 


—T——€— 


RE general intention of the bill, as 
has already been indicated, is to 
impose a lévy on home-produced butter, 
creamery and factory, and by this means 
to pay a bounty on exported butter. This 
scheme will come into force as from the 
21st April last. 

The general levy will be at the rate of 
2d. per. lb., and the bounty on creamery 
butter at the rate of 4d. per lb. The 
bounty on factory butter and farmers’ 
butter will be, in the beginning at any 
rate, 24d. per lb. The 
reason for this appears 
to be due to the fact 
that a very high pro- 
portion of factory 
butter is exported. 
The amount of 
creamery butter ex- 
pected to be ex: 
ported is equivalent 
to half the total pro 
duction, Exports of 
factory butter might 
be as much as six- 
eighths of the 
quantity on which 
levy will be paid. 
The bounty on 
farmers’ butter will be determined by the 
bounty on factory butter. 

The levy will be payable all the year 
round, except between 1st December and 
the 3lst March. By this provision it is 
hoped to encourage production.of butter 
in the period kick is at present the 
lowest in production. This is the bill’s 
contribution to the agitation in favour of 
winter dairying.

Scariff Co-operative Creamery, Ltd., 
Scariff, Co. Clare. 

Shelburne Co-operative Agricultura! 
Society, Ltd., Campile, Co. Wex- 
ford. 

Slaney Valley Co-operative Creameries, 
Ltd., Tullow, Co. Carlow. 

In the case of these societies it appears 
that there are exceptional circumstances 
in that they were erected in boom years. 
when prices were high, and, inasmuch as 
they do not compete for milk with older- 
established creameries, they will be subject 
to a specially low levy of id. per pound.

There are altogether about two hundred 
creameries in the Free State and about 
three hundred storing stations. 


GOVERNMENT LOANS. 

The proceedings under the bill are to 
be financed from moneys furnished by the 

creameries themselves. In the event of 
money being advanced by the Oirechatas 
for any purpose in connection with it 
there is provision that it must be re- 
funded. 

In case of butter placed in cold store 
the levy. will not be ree until 1st 
March next following a levy month unless 
the butter is removed or sold, in which 
case the levy would be payable on such 
removal or sale. 


EXEMPTIONS. 

The bill will exempt from levy the pro- 
ducers of farmers’ butter in a small way, 
but in the case of large farmers carrying 
on an extensive trade in such production 
the Minister may require a return to be 
made and such levy as is in force at the 
time to be paid. There is also provision 
for the payment of levy on farm ‘butter 

urchased by registered proprietors or by 
ámh traders or factory owners., 

The bill obliges all persons asked for 
returns to supply such returns under 
penalty of a fine not exceeding £100. 


IMPORTED BUTTER.

PREVENTING LOWER 
PRICES IN TIME OF GLUT. 


Butter which is imported into the 
? country which is exempt from the existing 
butter duty may be obliged to pay levy at 
existing rates, - 

In.the case of reimported butter the 
: bhr provisions shall apply :— 

a bounty was paid in respect of 
the. export. of such butter the levy 
shall be at whichever is the greater 
of the following rates:—(i) the rate 
at which such bounty was paid; (ii) 
the rate of bounty payable under this 
Act on the export of butter of the 
same descriptionmt time of reimport ; 

If no bourity ‘was paid at the time 
of export, the levy shall be at the 
rate of bounty. payable on the export 
of butter of the same description at 
the time of reimport. 

The bill prohibits the import of butter 
except under. licence issued by the 
Minister. The object of this is to pre- 
vent butter merchants who, in the event 
of butter prices reaching a low level in 
. Great Britain, might import butter and 
sell here with a profit after having paid 
the import tariff rate. 

~The Minister may at any time by order 
prohibit altogether the import of any 
whole milk cream or other milk products. 
Contravention would involve a liability to 
a fine not exceeding £20. The Minister. 
however, may by licence permit such im- 
port for a particular purpose. 


HOME REQUIREMENTS. 


Section 25 provides: “ (1) Whenever 
and so often as the Minister is satisfied 
that sufficient butter is not being retained 
in Saorstat Eireann to meet home require-

ments, he may by order (in this part of 
this Act referred to as prohibition (export) 
order) -prohibit the export of butter.’’ Con- 
traventaon of this order will make the ex- 
portey liable to a fine not exceeding £100. 

Under Section 28; (1) The Minister may, 
subject to the provisions of this section, 
make regulations prescribing the rate of 
bounty on creamery butter, but the rate of 
bounty so prescribed shall not exceed the 
rate of the butter duty. In this part of 
this Act the expression, “ the appropriate 
rate,” in relation to creamery butter 
means the rate in force at the time of the 
export of such butter by virtue of regula- 
tions under this sub-section, or if no such 
rate is for the time being in force, four- 
pence per pound. (2) The Minister may, 
subject to the provisions of this section, 
make regulations prescribing the rate of 
bounty on factory ail but the rate of 
bounty so prescribed shall not exceed the 
rate oí the butter duty. 


MILK PRODUCTS. 
, Bounties may be paid on exported milk 
products :— ' 

CREAM which is put up in hermetically 
sealed vessels containing not more than 
sixteen ounces of cream ; 

BULK CREAM; 

CONDENSED MILK; 

DRIED MILK. 

Until regulations are made the rate of 
bounty per lb. will be: bulk cream one 
penny and other milk products twopence, 

In this connection the intention is that 
people who export milk products must pay 
for the milk the same price as paid for 
milk which they turn into butter. 


PRICE OF BUTTER. 

Section 42 gives the Minister power from 
time to time by order to fix in relation to 
any class of butter the price beyond which 
butter of that class may not be sold whole- 
sale by the manufacturer or producer 
thereof. It is understood that the purpose 
of this is to ensure that the retail price 
of butter may not at any time exceed 
ls. 5d. per lb. 


VARIATION OF CONTRACTS. 

Section 45 provides that where a person 
has on or before the 21st day of April, 
1952, entered into a contract for the de- 
livery of butter or cream to any place in 
Saorstat Eireann, then in the absence of 
any agreement to the contrary, the fol- 
lowing provisions bhall have effect— 

(a) If the contract relates to but- 
ter, such person shall be entitled to 
add to the contract price in respect 
of all butter delivered under the con- 
tract an amount equivalent to the 
hounty which would be payable on 
such butter if it were exported at the 
time of delivery ; 

(b) if the contract relates to cream, 
such persons shall be entitled to add 
to the contract price in respect of all 
cream delivered under the contract 
an amount equivalent to the bounty 
Gif any) which would be payable on 
such cream if it were exported at the 
time of delivery. 

Any person to whom butter or cream 
is to be supplied by another person under 
a contract entered into on or before the 
21st day of April, 1932, may serve on 
such last-mentioned person a notice ter- 
minating such contract, and upon such 
notace being served such contract shall, at 
the expiration of seven days from the ser- 
vice of such notice, be terminated. 


BUTTER BOUNTY. 


SCHEME REGARDED AS 
* WORTH TRYING.” 


The general opinion among those closely in 


touch with the Irish creamery butter in- 


dustry is that the scheme outlined in the 
Dairy Produce (Price Stabilisation) Bill, 
1952, now before Dail Eireann, is worth try- 
ing. 
With regard to farmers’ butter, it would 
seem at first blush that it was not liable to the 
levy, and that in consequence milk would be 
withheld from -creamertes, and the produc- 
tion of farm butter would increase. “There 
is a danger of this occurring in some places, 
but where there is a surplus of farmers’ 
butter in the summer time it will probably 
go to the factory or some other agency for 
sale to the consumer, in which case the 
factory will pay the levy. If such farmers’ 
butter is exported, there does not appear to 
be any provision for giving actual producers 
the benefit of the bounty. 

The bill generally follows the lines of the 
speech made in the Dail by Dr. Ryan, 
Minister for Agriculture.

REMOVAL OF THE 
OATH.

tFERENCE to the Removal of the 
R Oath Bill was made by Mr. William 
Norton, T.D:, when responding to 
the toast, '“ Ireland and the Labour Move- 
ment,” at a complimentary dinner given in 
Wynn's Hotel, Dublin, on Saturday night, 
by the Dublin Trades’ Union Council, to 
Messrs. R. Tynan and M. O'Sullivan, the 
1etiring President and Vice-President. 

Mr. Norton said that when they referred 
to Ireland and the Labour movement they 
referred, in his opinion, to two causes which 
were insolubly linked and inextricab'y 
bound up each with the other. When they 
thought of lieland, and wished her well, 
they really meant that well-wishing, that 
prosperity and contentment which they all 
aspired to and sought for the country. That 
could only pe got by the growth and develop- 
ment of the Labour movement and the appli- 
vation of Labour principles to the social and 
economic life. of the country. 

“USELESS RELIC.”’ 

“ During. the last few days, he continued, 
“some of us have had to say very de- 
finitely ‘that the Latour movement thinks 
first of Ireland before it thinks of .any other 
country. Yon all know that the new Go- 
vernment has sought to delete from the Con- 


useless; and an oath which is a relic of 
Imperial feudalism that ought to have no 
place in this country. We have voted for 
the removal of that oath in accordance with 
the traditional policy of the labour move- 
ment in this country of standing by the 
national rights of the people. We have 
been asked what is our specific mandate for 
removing that oath, and we have been told 
that we had no mandate. Apparently some 
eae in the country, in their affection for 
ritish Imperialism, now want to go to the 
polls, and through the ballot boxes get a 
mandate—a mandate which ought to be born 
in the cradle, and which ought to be en- 
grained in eve~y Irish heart.’ 

He went on to say that they did not want 
a mandate through the ballot boxes to stand 
up for Ir-land’s national rights. What they 
had done in the past few days was to say 
that if the Irish nation wants to go forward 


on. 

The questions about the mandate had been 
addressed to his party by Cumann na nGaedh- 
eal and the Independents, but he asked 
where did they get the mandate to tear up 
the democratic programme of the first Dail 
and to negotiate blundering secret. agree- 
ments behind the backs of the people and 
the legislature ? 


THE MANDATE. 


“Our mandate,”’ he declared, ‘‘is a man- 
date born in the cradle, and, in my o inion, 
represents the traditional policy of the abair 
movement in this country. I have sought 
to interpret it to the best of my ability, 
and I have decreed my colleagues in the 
Dail for the removal of the Oath. The 
lrish Independent and the 7rish Times and 
the British Press organs say there is a split 
and a rift in the Labour Party. So far as 
I am concerned, I hope to have the pleasure 
and the honour of leading the seven Labour 
deputies into the division lobbies to vote 
for the third, fourth and fifth readings of 
the bill and remove-the Oath completely from 
the Constitution.’’ 

He referred to the statements made during 
the debate in the Dail that if Labour voted 
for the bill it would mean their exit from 
Parliamentary life, and said: “' So far as 1 am 
concerned, if 1 have to go out of Parlia- 
mentary life, I would prefer to go out fighting 
for the nation’s rights rather than be a 
rubber stamp in British interests.’’ 

Dealing with unemployment, he said that 
he believed that the new Government would 
make a better eff@rt to deal with the problem 
than the jate Government had done.

THE RUSSIAN 
REVOLUTION. 


COMPARISON WITH THE 
IRELAND OF 1916.

NDER the auspices oí the Univer- 
U sity Marxian Group, Prince D. 8. 
Mirsky, Lecturer in Russian Literature, 
King’s College, London, gave a lecture at 
the Rathmines Town Hall yesterday, when he 
described what Russia was before the revolu- 
tion and the origin and development of the 
Russian revolutionary movement. 
Russia before the revolution was a Russia 
of the Tsarist Empire, which on the eve of 
the revolution was a monster amongst Euro- 
pean nations. - It was not an ordinary capt- 
talist State, exploiting the working people by 
decent capitalist methods. It was in the 
main a monarchic despotism of a far more 
antiquated type, which might be described as 
medieval or Asiatic—a despotism which had 
its social basis in a feuda) nobility, which up 
to the middle of the nineteenth century con- 
sisted of landowners who were also serf- 
owners, the majority of the Russian peasantry 
being serfs.

As soon as the intelligentsia saw that the 
working classes had become the leading 
force, it gradually fell away. Only a small 
minority remained true to the revolutionary 
movement. This minority was the Bolshevist 
Party, under the leadership of Lenin. 

Comparing the revolution with that in 
Ireland in 1916, the lecturer said that in 
Russia it had become a class movement, while 
in Ireland it was different. There was a 
permanent revolutionary situation in Russia 
becanse of Tsarism, and in Ireland because 
of British rule. In Russia, however, the 
movement, when it grew into @ mass move- 
ment, became very clearly class conscious, 
while in Ireland this did not take place. 

Comparing the careers of Lenin and 
Connolly, he’ said that Connolly had been 
described as the working class leader nearvst 
to Lenin in the understanding of reyolutionary 
tasks. The difference between them was that 


theoretical. transparency which characterised 
all that Lenin did. Everything that Lenin 
did was pierced with the X-rays of theory. 
Lenin became leader of the revolution becaus® 
he was leader of the working classes. Con- 
nolly’s participation in the revolution of 1916, 
to a certain extent, entailed a break with 
the working classes, because only a section 
of Irish labour followed Connolly. This was 
due to the close connection between Irish 
and English trades unionism.

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DUBLIN’S POSITION. 


“ Dublin does indeed come out badiy It 
is 6+ times richer than Cork; yet, with its 
acres of poisonous slums and thousands of 
destitute people, it has the lowest total rate of 
the four county boroughs and a far lewer poor 
rate than any other borough or urban district 
in the Saorstat. There is not an urban district 
that does not spend much more in proportion 
on its poor than Dublin does: none of them 
spends less than 4s, in the £ poor rate, and 
many of them up to 6s., 7s. 6d., 8s, 6d., some 
over 9s. and a few 10s. poor’ rate, while 
Dublin alone pays less than 4s. 

“In 1917, when relief: in. kind was 
abolished, a standard of relief was adopted 
which is still, I understand, supposed te be 
observed, It amounts to less than half the 
amount given in England (Bradford). 
Beginning with 10s. a week for man and wife, 
it is supposed to increase 2s. 6d. with every 
child—12s. for parents with one child, 
15s. with two children and so on, buat often 
much less is given. Rent, coal, light, etc., 
can only be obtained if the grocer, whom the 
family deais with consents to allow some cash 
out of the food ticket for the purpose. Those

“ Although the poor get so little of it, the 
poor rate must be high; for the sums raised

competitor, ‘The other was the statement by 
the Soviet oil authorities of their willingness 
tu enter conference for consideration of 
such practical matters as the regulation of 
vclume of shigments. Both of these are con- 
structive steps which should make it easier 
to mend the demoralising conditions that 
have prevailed. Great interest has beon 
aroused by the proposal of Mr. Kessler, joint 
managing director. of Royal Dutch Shell 
Group, for the regulation of petroleum ex- 
ports. While some obstacles stand in the 
way of immediate application there is reason 
to believe it will lead to the adoption of 
some method of international stabilisation.”’ 


DISAPPEARING VALUES, 

The steady dribbling away of the values 
of leading industrial shares is becoming a 
very serious matter, not only for the hun- 
dreds of thousands of investors who hold 
small parcels, but for the many. large finan- 
cial institutions in whose portfolios large 
blocks of such issues are to be found, and 
for others who have used them for purposes 
cf collateral for bank loans. The banks are 
not philanthropic concerns, and. naturally 
are keen to sea that the collateral they hold 
is well covered. Apart altogether from pre- 
vious depreciation, to-day’s prices in many 
cases show a fall from a third to a half 
from the highest levels touched this year.

In the large majority of such concerns the 
position has not altered for the worse 
during this year (says The Observer). In 
many cases, indeed, there is every hope that 
the worst has been passed, and that. earning 
power, so sadly depleted in the past two 
years, will recover.

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POSITION OF BACON. 


From OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


With the exception ot bacon, business in 
most departments of provision trade in this 
centre has been uneventfu: during the past 
week. The Danish official quotation for 
butter has this week been wired eight kroner 
lower, and ‘‘top’’ now stands at 158 kroner 
per 100 kilos; at the corresponding period 
of last year the figure was 195 kroner, and 
in 1930 223 kroner. On epot the market 
shows signs of recovery, the low prices ruling 
having stimulated the demand. Both Con- 
tinental and Colonial. makes closed with a 
much firmer tendency. In bacon the inter- 
vention of the official arbitrator to bring 
about a settlement of the labour dispute in 
the bacon factories in mark does not 
appear to have been successful, and killings 
of bacon pigs in that country = the past 
week only totalled 34,288, or a ialling off 
of nearly 100,000 on the normal conditions. 

EXCITED MARKET IN BACON. 

‘he market here has been very excited, 
and is exceedingly firm on prospects of 
reduced supplies. No official change is 
recorded in Irish, although it is stated that 
some curers have advanced their prices by 
4s. per-cwt. At the weekly meeting of the 
Manchester Bacon Committee it was decided 
to advance Danish 6s. to 9s., according to 
selection; Swedish 10s. to 11s., and Dutch 
and Polish lls. to 12s. per cwt. The market 
is naturally very unsettled, and further news 
is awaited from Denmark, but in the mean- 
while some sellers are stated to be already 
asking a premium of 4s. on official prices. 
All descriptions of eggs are fairly plentiful, 
and the market is quiet and unchanged. 

IMPORT DUTIES. 

The trade returns for March, 1932, are of 
interest, as representing the first issue sub- 
sequent to the coming into operation of the 
Import Duties Act, 1932. In considering the 
figures, however, it is necessary to bear in 
mind that they relate only to quantities in 
respect of which Customs entries have “been 
passed. during the month, and not to the 
quantities actually arrived for landing. Den- 
mark occupied a prominent place in regard 
to the increased imports of bacon, that 


months of this year, a rise on the year of 
17,000 tons. In addition, there were sub- 
stantial increases in receipts from Poland, 
Canada and countries not separately 
enumerated, but general reductions in other 
cases. Fewer hams were imported than in 
the first three months of last year owing to 
diminished receipts from the United 
States. The increased supplies of butter 
came largely from the Dominions, New Zea- 
land having sent 36,000 tons this year against 
31,000 tons in January-March, 1951, and 
Australia 30,000 tons against 22,000 tons. 
Rece from other sources show little 
change. Substantial reductions have been 
recorded. in. arrivals of eggs, the quaitities 
received being well below the average in 
each month of the current year. 
creases have mainly affected supplies from 
Poland, the Netherlands and China. 

LIVE CATTLE. ' 

At the Manchester Cattle market on Tues- 
day fat cattle, sheep and lambs were shown 
in smaller numbers, but a slight increase 
was recorded in dairy cows. Owing, no 
doubt, to the inclement weather, many buyers 
were absent. The market ruled slow in con- 
sequence, and all classes of live stock were 
cheaper, rticularly lambs. At the Man- 
chester Pig market supplies were rather on 
the small side and prices higher, as com- 
pared with the previous week. Trade ruled 
slow, owing to the advance and prospects 
of. warmer weather, Business at the Man- 
chester Dead Meat market has. been quiet 
‘throughout the week, and prices on the easy 
side. Chilled beef lower, following sub- 
stantial pitchings of Brazilian. 

Dead poultry quiet, and rather lower on 
.the week. Irish salmon also showed a reduc. 
tion, and was quoted at 2s. per Ib. (whole- 
sale). :

DR. CARY-ELWES. 


Dr. Cary-Elwes, Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Northampton, died in a Hampstead nursing 
home last night. 

Dr. Cary-Elwes, who was sixty-four, was 
taken ill on the way back from Lourdes last 
year, and had to be removed by ambulance 
to the nursing home. He had been in in- 
different saith for some time before he left 
for Lourdes, and the condition of his heart 
had caused anxiety. He was born at Nice. 
The son of the late Mr. Valentine Dudley 
Henry Cary-Elwes, he was ordained in 1 
and was curate at Feterborough from then 
until 1898. Subsequently he became Diocesan 
Inspector of Schools, was Rector of the 
Catholic church at Peterborough 1910 
to 1921, and, after being Canon of the Roman 
Catholic Diocese: of Northampton’ from 
1912, was consecrated Bishop by Cardinal 
Bourne in December, 1921. 

Dr. Cary-E}wes was keenly interested in 
music, and looked upon it as his chief 
recreation. 


DENTAL TREATMENT AT 
PEAMOUNT. 


In his dental report upon the Peamount 
patients, which he made to the meeting of 
the. Women’s National Health Association 
in Dublin last week, Mr. P. J. Bermingham 
said that the numbers of patients were 116 
men, 111 women and 141 children. The 
number of extractions (195) was not so 
formidable as in preViotg years. ae 

This is a matter for congratulation, said 
Mr. Bermingham. Formerly the number of 
entering patients with septic mouths was very 
large, bu in recent years, and in the last 
couple of years particularly, there has not 
been the same prevalence of oral sepsis, and 
there ig a noticeable improvement in the 
mouths of young patients.
